Leonard store, and A rthur dodged 
around the corner of the Nix building 
and ran east. 
Then Burnett, after 
tiring at Tom Steele, ran around the 
corm r and down the side or the build­ 
ing in pursuit of A rthur 
Burnett 
fired two shots at Arthur. 
Return­ 
ing up the side of the Nix building, 
B urnett went into th*- Taj lor & Leon­ 
ard store, where Tom Steele entered 
aud had hid under a counter on the 
north side of the store room. Burnett 
went to the rear of the store and met 
A rthur who had come in the door. 
When Steele paw Burnett in the store 
he grabbed Mr. Leonard, who was 
measuring out some vinegar, accord­ 
ing to his testimony, and dodged 
behind him. 
Burnett fired over and 
under Leonard’s arms at Steele. 
No 
words were spoken by Burnett or 
Steele, except 
as the fourth shot 
pierced Steele’s chest he exclaimed, 
“ Oh, my God," as he fell loose from 
Leonard and dropped across a box. 
After Arthur Steele fell, mortally 
wounded, Burnett turned and walked 
toward the front of the store, and 
as he reached the front of the room, 
he met Tom Steele, who had come 
out of his place of hiding under the 
.counter, and as the two men met at 
the west end of the counter Burnett 
shot him in the chest. 
Steele crum­ 
pled up and died in a few minutes. 
A majority of the state witnesses 
on cross examination by Mr. McMur­ 
ray for the defense, stated that Mr. 
Burnett bears a good reputation; 
honest and law-abiding. 
The state rested its case at three- 
thirty Tuesday afternoon, after using 
about twenty witnesses 
The swelter­ 
ing crowd of men, women, boys and 
girls had listened quietly all day to 
the testimony, but about four o’clock

Foreman is a brother-in-law of 
the Steele brothers and Tom Burnett. 
His wife Arad just testified that her 
brothers were spendthrifts and that 
she and her sisters wanted the estate 
managed so their mother could have 
a comfortable living the rest of her 
life. 
Dee Foreman is one of the best 
known and one of the most popular 
citizens of the Paradise country, and 
the demonstration acccorded him in 
his tilt with County Attorney Plato 
Bettys swept over the large crowd 
of sweltering humanity. 
It was the 
first demonstration of the kind seen 
in the district court for many years. 
District Judge McKinsey threatened 
to put any spectators guilty of fur­ 
ther demonstrations in jail, and tu rn ­ 
ing the Deputy Sheriff George Gage, 
said: “If we have another out-break 
like that, point the persons out to 
me and ITI see if we can not have 
order. 
There is a Jail here. 
This 
demonstration is disgraceful." 
A somewhat dramatic scene was 
witnessed when Mrs. D. C. Foreman, 
sister of the slain men, took the stand 
and testified in behalf of the defend­ 
ant. 
“The feeling of Tom, Arthur, Bu­ 
ford and Wayne was bad against Mr 
Burnett," she testified. “Burnett did 
not try to get charge of the estate; 
we did not want the boys on a com­ 
munity administration for we wanted 
to keep the home for our mother." 
“You knew those boys loved their 
mother, didn’t you?” asked County 
Attorney P. L. Gettys.

she liked 
them 
better than

daughters?” 
“Yes, that is true," said the wit­ 
ness.

L. W. Means, eighty-nine years old, 
pioneer merchant of Texas and for­ 
mer citizen of Decatur, died Sunday 
morning at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. C. T. Watkins, at Quanah. 
The 
body was taken to Dallas Monday 
morning for burial in Oakland ceme­ 
tery. 
Funeral services were held at 
four o’clock Tuesday afternoon from 
his former residence at 318 South 
Clinton avenue. 
The Rev. Wallace 
Bassett, pastor of the Cliff Temple 
Baptist church, delivered the funeral 
sermon, while members of the Sam 
R. Hamilton lodge No. 1031, A. F. & 
A. M. of Grand Prairie, of which Mr. 
Means was a life member, were in 
charge of services at the grave. 
Surviving Mr. Means are two chil­ 
dren, Mrs. Watkins or Quanah and 
Claude M. Means of Dallas. 
Five 
grand-children and one great-grand­ 
daughter also survive. 
Mr. Means came to Lam ar county, 
Texas, in 1856, riding horse back into 
the Lone Star state with Lemuel 
Williams, father of the late Colonel 
Sheb Williams. 
He enlisted in the 
Texas 
Cavalry of the confederate 
army early in the war and saw serv­ 
ice in the campaigns in Tennesse, 
Arkansas and Mississippi. 
At the 
close of the war he held the rank of 
major on the staff of General Throck­ 
morton. 
A fter the war he engaged in the 
cotton, cattle and general merchan­ 
dise business in Paris and Decatur, 
moving from the latter place to Dallas 
in 1897, making his home in Dallas 
county until the time of his death. 
He was engaged in business at Grand 
Prairie until 1908, at which time he 
retired. 
He was made a member of the 
Masonic fraternity in Albany lodge 
No. 20 6. Albany, Kentucky, sixtv-five 
years ago, and the records of the 
lodge show that General Sam Bell 
Maxey, afterward United States sena­ 
tor from Texas, and the Rev. R. C. 
Buckner, founder of Buckner Or­ 
phans’ Home, personal friends of Mr. 
Means, 
assisted in conferring the 
degrees upon him. 
He served twro terms as mayor ol 
Decatur and was for thirty-five years 
a staunch member of the Baptist 
church.

The local chamber of commerce 
has taken a running start on plans 
for a produce shipping concern for 
Decatur for the ensuing year.

committee went up the highway to 
neighboring towns to start negotia- 
! tions Tuesday afternoon and succeed- 


j ed in enlisting the interest of parties 
to the degree that they will soon 
come to Decatur for a (retailed exam­ 
ination of a proposition we have to 
offer. 
These parties have long been 
in the shipping game and understand 
its every detail. 
This question is regarded as of so 
much moment that nothing will be 
left undone to establish a going enter­ 
prise here for the next season and 
efforts are being started this early 
so th at farmers may be advised and 
organized before time for the early 
preparation of ground and the estab­ 
lishment of such unirormity of crops, 
planting dates and varieties as are 
essential to a successful and prosper­ 
ous season. 
One of the towns called on was 
Alvord. 
Cars of melons are rolling 
from there now, about fifteen having 
been shipped to date with the expec­ 
tation of shipping fifty this season. 
High-class melons are bringing as 
good. as .seventy-five cents a hundred 
but smaller melons are lower,. 
It is 
said, however, the season is proving 
profitable to shippers at the average 
price received. 
Robert Adcock is shipping all man­ 
ner of produce— tomatoes, peaches, 
grapes, field peas, etc. 
Field peas 
are bringing three cents a pound to 
the growers and one man said as 
much as a train load had been thus 
far shipped from Alvord. One farmer 
has received three hundred and thirty 
dollars thus far from an acre of 
tomatoes; another two hundred and 
twenty.

B urnett then told of the burning 
of his store on the night of March 
29th, and the sickness of is wife, 
himself and other m em bers of his 
family from drinking of the poisoned 
wafer from the well. 
“ I then locked up the w ell,” he 
testified, “ and took a bottle of the 
w ater to F o rt W orth w here a chemist 
analyzed it and reported th a t it was 
strongly charged w ith arsenic. 
A 
doctor said th a t I was shot full of jt. 
I became suspicious of the Steele boys 
poisoning the well w hen W ayne Steele 
rem arked th a t Tom had gone away. 
I was told th a t he went to Bridgeport 
and bought a th ru ticket to O kla­ 
hom a City. 
B ut on inquiry at the 
station th ere I learned th a t he had 
bought no such ticket. 
“ Many w arned me to look ou t for 
the Steeles. 
I w as advised to close 
my store early and go home and 
rem ain there. 
Sheriff W orkm an told 
me th at Tom had an autom atic pistol 
and th a t when he w«s released from 


jail he would have to re tu rn th e gun 
to him and th a t I had better be on 
my guard. 
“ Our hom e w as greatly disturbed. 
It was nothing as it had been. 
I did 
not have one good n ig h t’s sleep in 
three months. 
W e had to borrow 
w ater from m any different places as 
I was afraid th a t should we get if 
from one place th a t it w ould be 
poisoned again. 
I became a changed 
man. 
“ I learned th e contents of a le tte r 
which A rth u r Steele received from his 
brother, Tom, p a rt of which read: 
‘Do you still w an t the phosphorus? 
If so I will get it, or do you w a n t to 
let them rest aw hile?’ The le tte r was 
dated Ju n e 8th 
an a it drove me 
nearly crazy, for I th o u gh t th a t we 
would be poisoned again. 
“ W hen I heard th a t Tom had been 
released it added to our fears and we 
did not sleep any at home th a t night. 
Yet we had sat up so much we w ere 
w orn out. 
I was told by J. C. F ro st 
th a t the Steele boys had been driving 
around P aradise trying to find me. 
I was on the porch of my home and 
saw Tom Steele and some others go 
by in their car. 
He did not get ©ut 
and geet us, altho we had not seen 
him since March. 
I had a pistol at 
home and took it with me to the 
store.” 
B urnett then described the shoot­ 
ing, his testim ony being sim ilar to 
th a t of the m any eye witnesses. 
He 
adm itted th a t he w alked up to Tom 
and A rth u r Steele, who were sitting 
on the side-walk, th a t he greeted 
Tom and th a t th e latter cursed him 
and started to get up. 
He shot him 
twice then and later two m ore tim es 
in the Taylor & L eonard store. 
A r­ 
th ur, entering th a t store, also was 
shot. 
“ I shot because I was certain they 
would get me if I didn’t,” testified 
B urnett. 
“ I th o u g h t that it w as ray 
last day in P aradise.” 
Cross-examined by Gettys, B u rn e tt 
denied th a t he had the authorities 
investigate his com petitors at P a ra ­ 
dise, first suspecting them as guilty. 
Judge McKinsey also testified as a 
defense witness, but rem ained on the 
bench. 
“ On Ju ly 4til B urnett came to m e,” 
said the judge, “ and said he w anted 
m e to keep Tom Steele in jail because 
if he were let out he would retu rn 
to P aradise and th a t trouble would 
follow. 
I told him I had no way of 
preventing him from m aking bond as 
it was a bailable case.” 
The defense completed its direct 
evidence at one-thirty W ednesday and 
the state put a few witnesses on the 
stand in rebuttal. Ju d g e McKinsey in 
his charge, instructed on m urder, 
m an 
slaughter, 
self 
defense 
and 
acquittal. 
B urn ett was being tried only for 
tile A rth ur Steele killing. 
The trial 
of the o ther depends on the outcom e 
of this, said the state. 
Mrs. P. F. Steele merely told of 
efforts m ade to adjust her estate. 
Mrs. Tom B urnett, testifying on 
W e d n e s d a y in the trial of h er hu s­ 
band, declared th a t her husband lived 
in constant fear of His lite a lte r the 
B u rnett well was poisoned and his 
store burned in Paradise about th ree 
months ago. 
She asserted th a t on the night 
following the release from jail of the 
Steele boys, indicted in an investiga­ 
tion of the poisoning of the well, th a t 
neither she nor her husband slept any 
because they feared that theii Ii'e s 
Would be taken. 
Mrs. B u r n e t t declared that she be­ 
cam e ill af te r the well was poisoned. 
She followed Mrs. A rthur Steele on 
the stand. 
Buford Steele, one of the two su r­ 
vivors of the Steele brothers, w ent on 
th e stand W ednesday m orning and 
adm itted, w hen examined by T. J. 
McMurray, defense counsel, th a t he 
and his brothers, Tom and A rth u r, 
had 
been 
indicted 
on charges of 
poisoning th e B u rn ett well and b u rn ­ 


ing the B u rn e tt store at P aradise 
W hen M cM urray tried to get Steele 
to say th a t he had told th e grand 
ju ry th at he “ would tell all” if it 
would agree not to indict him, the 
witness w ould not go all the way 
with McMurray,, adm itting th a t he 
offered to tell all but' that he ttfd not 
ask for exoneration. 
However, two 
m embers of the grand jury, Dave 
Hoyl and Swift Sparks, testified th a t 
Buford offered 
to tell everything 
regarding the store burning and the 
poisoning affairs if the grand ju ry 
would let him off. 
“ I told B uford th a t the grand ju ry 
could m ake no such trad e,” testified 
Hoyl. 
“ B uford then scratched his 
head awhile, th o u g h t a few m inutes 
and then said th a t A rthur Steele had 
inform ed him th a t Tom Steele had 
adm itted h a ' ing burned the B u rn e tt 
store. 
Buford also advised us to 
question W ayne Steele, as he knew 
all about it. W hen W ayne was before 
the grand jury he said he th o u g h t 
his brother. Tom, bought th e arsenic 
in Fort W orth. 
Buford testified that he took his 
Brother, Tom, to Bridgeport th e day 
of the B urnett fire and th a t he caught 
a train north out of th ere before 
it occurred. 
He also declared that 
he did not go to the bottom lands, 
near the B u rnett home for a t least 
a week, while several witnesses de­ 
clared th a t they saw him th ere the 
m orning of th e fire. 
“Do you know who burned the 
B urnett store or poisoned th e B u r­ 
nett w ell?” asked County A ttorney 
Gettys. 
“ I do no t,” replied Steele. 
McMurray then took the witness. 
“Did you tell A rth u r H udson on 
Tuesday to go before this ju ry and 
swear th a t he saw you at the bridge 
in the bottom s after the fire ? ” he 
demanded. 
Buford adm itted he had some con­ 
versation w ith Hudson, but denied he 
m ade such a request and w hen H u d ­ 
son took th e stand he testified th a t 
Buford did request such Evidence. 
“ I 
told him th a t I could not do th a t,” 
said Hudson. 
Mrs. A rth u r Steele was recalled to 
the stand. 
She came in bearing an 
infant in her arm s. 
“ D uring th e funeral of your hus­ 
band did you not say th a t you had 
begged your husband not to go to 
town? 
T h at he would only get into 
trouble and th a t he had better stay at 
home and help rai»e your b ab v?’^ 
asked Counsel McMurray of th e de- 1 
tense. 
“ I did no t,” was the response. 
“W hat I said w as if I only had known 
I would have advised him not to go 
to tow n.” 
Mrs. Steele insisted th at the Steele | 
brothers drove to the home of Mrs. 
P. F. Steele th e day before th e shoo t­ 
ing and rem ained there that night. 
Defense w itnesses have testified that 
the brothers were seen driving about 
the streets of Paradise and in th*1 
vicinity of th e B u rnett home. 
A little girl in a pink dress, Zeola 
McBride, no m ore than twelve years 
old, testified 
that she heard Mrs. 
A rthur Steele at the funeral of her 
husband say th a t she had w arned 
him not to go to town, or th a t he 
would get in trouble. 


The most im portant w itness for the 
defense W ednesday m orning w as Mrs. 
Tom B urnett, wife of the defendant. 
In replying to McMurray she said 
that she had been in poor health ever 
since March 
2 9th, when she was 
poisoned by w ater from the well of 
her place. 
“ I certainly objected to th e boys, 
the Steele boys, taking over th e estate 
as a dm inistrato rs,” she said, answ er­ 
ing McMurray, “ for I w anted to see 
the property kept for the benefit of 
their m other. 
One day we all went 
to our m o th e r’s for the purpose of 
arranging m atters. 
We discussed it 
in the sam e room w here o u r fath er 
died last sum m er. 
But we failed to 
accomplish anything as A rth u r and 
Buford got into a fight there. 
The 
feeling against my husband by the 
Steele brothers has been intense. 
At 
one tim e Tom Steele came into our 
store and my husband told him to get 
it but of his system th a t he w as after 
the job of being adm inistrator. W hen 
he left Torn said th at an ad m in istra­ 
tor m ight be appointed, but th a t he 
w ouldn’t last very long. 
W hen we 
found out th a t all of us h ad been 
made ill by drinking 'veil w a te r my 
husband had a bottle of it sent to 
F o rt W orth for analysis. 
I required 
constant attention. 
My h usban d be­ 
gan to act differently. 
He became 
nervous. 
W e began to sit up nights 
fearing we would be killed. 
H e was 
worried alm ost to d ra tn and we got 
our w ater a t various places fearing 
if we got it from one place it would 
be 
poisoned. 
W hen 
my 
husband 
heard th a t Tom Steele had b ie n let 
out of jail on bond our fears in­ 
creased. 
T h a t 
night we 
slept in 
different room , all of the fam ily did, 
for we w anted to have some left if 
there w ere any attem pt to kill us. 
N either myself or husband slept any.” 
C ourt ad jo urn ed at th re e o ’clock 
in the afternoon after Mr. M cM urray, 
chief counsel for the defense, a n ­ 
nounced th a t th e case w as closed. 


Judge McKinsey said it would require 
about two hours for him to prepare 
the charge. 
Shortly after five o’clock 
court convened and th e ju dg e a n ­ 
nounced th a t a recess would be taken 
until seven-thirty. 
Then la te r th e 
announcem ent w as m ade th a t the 
court would not convene until eight- 
thirty T hursday morning. 
The charge was read to the ju ry 
Thursday m orning, following which 
argum ents w ere started; 
Mr. Jess 
Gettys 
of 
Gainesville, 
b ro th e r 
of 
County A ttorney Gettys an d A ttorney 
Gettys of th e M cM urray & Gettys 
firm, opened for the state. 
H e was 
followed by his brother, Cicero, for 
the defense. 
Mr. M cM urray closed 
for the defense in a splendid and 
eloquent speech, followed by County 
Attorney Gettys for the state. 
Tho case was given to th e ju ry at 
2:45 T hursday afternoon, and 
no 
verdict is expected until this (F ri­ 
day) morning. Nine out of every ten 
people here predict an acquittal. 
Judge McKinsey announced yester­ 
day afternoon th a t the case of the 
state vs. Tom B urnett, charged with 
the m urder of Tom Steele, w ould not 
be tried a t this term of court. 
The 
special venire, of seventy men, which 
had been sum m oned for the case, 
was dismissed,
